OUR COMMON VEGETABLES | SOME POINTS ON DYEING, 


Summing: Up I4*t of Thtir Virtue*, 


We An Almost P«r»mul*d to 


Tftko to V«c*UriAQiBiB. 


8w«et Potatoes are very wholesome 


and nutritious, especially 
for chil- 


dren. They are simply invaluable in 
cases of cholera iofanium. Ordinar- 
ily their tendency in neither laxative 
nor the reverse. The squash, though 
leu valuable as a food, has qualities 
somewhat similar to the sweet potato, 
and when fried in slices with a little 
sugar has a taste not unlike it 


Cucumber juice is whitening and 


softening in its effect on the skin of 
the hands and face, and for this rea- 
son forms 
one of the 
component 


parts of many skin lotions. 


Parsnips are nutritious and whole- 


tome, out should never be eaten late 
in the season. 


Asparagus is always in demand, not 


only for its delicate flavor but its dis- 
tinct diuretic qualities. It is 
very 


wholesome, but for certain persons it 
eaten daily for some time, in any 
quantity it may prove, after a time, 
injurious rather than beneficial, de- 
spite its valuable cleansing 
proper- 


ties. 


Parsley is a most indispensable 


garnish. It can be dried and put up 
in cans for use as a flavoring in win- 
ter. It is much easier to chop finely 
after dipping in boiling water and 
drying in a cloth- Parsley was used 
by the Roman matrons in olden days 
when .they wished to wean their ba- 
bies, for dispersing the 
milk. The 


breasts were covered with poultices 
of fresh parsley leaves, which were 
renewed several times a day as fast 
as they became faded. It has also 
laxative properties. 


Celery is said to have a soothing 


effect on the nerves, 
and is also 


recommended as very good for any- 
one with rheumatic tendencies. 


Tomatoes are now universally re- 


garded as wholesome, though some 
years ago some one started the scare 
about uhem that they favored the de- 
velopment 
of cancer. This absurd 


theory, however, is long since explod- 
ed. It probably originated in the co- 
incidence that the modern increase of 
cancer came on about the same time 
that tomatoes began to be so increas- 
ingly usea, both in "the Old Coun- 
try" and here in America. 


Lettuce is very wholesome and eas- 


ily digested, and it is particularly 
good for the complexion when eaten 
without too much mayonnaise or other 
rich salad 
dressing. It 
contains a 


small proportion of opium, the taste 
of which one can sometimes detect 
in the thick veins of the older, coarser 
outside leaves. This is the reason ot 
its being recommended as helpful in 
cases ot sleeplessness. 


Dandelions have most valuable medi- 


cinal properties. The leaves are very 
wholesome, lut it is the roots rather 
than the leaves which possess such 
remarkable virtue, both as a diuretic 
and for the liver. The effect of dan- 
delion tea, prepared by steeping the 
roots for some hours in hot water, is 
almost magic on some children, bring- 
ing back speedily the flagging appe- 
tite, and dissipating the listless stupor 
that results from a disordered liver. 
—Prairie Farmer. 


to Color Silk Blw, to Dy« B«d 


Kaddar—Directions for Vari- 


OIH Material*. 


To dye silk blue, mix five ounces of 


alum and three ounces of cream of tar- 
tar; dissolve in sufficient soft water 
to cover the material. Boil the dye and 
put in the silk. Boil for one hour, then 
dip the silk in warm water that b $ 
more or less extract of indigo in. ac- 


ding to the color desired. Boil again 


adding more indigo if a dark b ue is 
wanted. 


To dye goods red madder, use six 


gallons of water, half a pound of maxl- 
ler, three ounces of alum, and an 
ounce of tartar. Heat half of the wjier 
scalding hot in a porcelain kettle and 
dissolve in it the alum and the cream 
of tartar. When they toil, put in the 
material and boil for two hours; then 
rinse. 
Empty the kettle, break the 


madder small, and add the other three 
gallons of water, put in the goods and 
teep scalding hot for one hour, stir- 
ring frequently. Then let them bill 
for five minutes, drain and rinse in 
clear water without wringing. 


To color silk or wool or cotton a n'ce 


>rown color, first wash and rinsa the 
goods thoroughly. 
The 
following 


amounts will color 
five 
pounds of 


cloth: 
Take a quarter of an ounce of 


gum catechu, three ounces blue vitro! 
and four ounces of bl-chromate of pot- 
ash. Dissolve the first two in sufficient 
soft water to cover the goods, ?nd 
bring to a scalding heat 


Wring the materials out of clear hot 


water, shake out and put into the cate- 
chu and vitrol both. Let them remain 
,'or three hours, stirring and airing fre- 
quently. 
Dissolve the bi-chromate of 


potash in enough warm water to cover 
the goods. Lift from the catechu dye 
and put in the potash dye, scalding till 
the desired color Is o'btained. 


Put them all in at once, but do not 


crowd them. Stir frequently, rinse in 
clean, warm water and dry in 
the 


shade. A copper, brass or porcelain 
kettle should be used, not an iron on?.

lamps. These come with small batter- 
ies and cost in the neighborhood of 
three dollars apiece; but they last for 
a long time without renewing. New 
batteries cost about 30 cents apiece. 
They are most convenient to use in the 
place of candles and are far more safe. 
However, if a number would make a 
hole in one's purse, so instead, a large 
flat candle comes called "Will o' the 
Wisp.' Set them in small saucers and 
cover with fairy lamp shades of rose 
pink, and the effect will be quite pleas- 
ing.

remedy. 


Mulled Sweet Cider.—For each quart 


of fresh, pure cider add a saltspoqn 
ful of treshly ground nutmeg, six ail- 
spice, two cloves, two sticks of fresh 
cinnamon, the juice of two oranges 
and one lemon and one-third cupful 
ot sugar. Bring to the boiling point. 
Have ready in a bowl suitable 
for 


serving two tart app'es, which have 
been cut in rounds, then in quarters, 
and baked in the oven on buttered 
enamel pans until tender but not too 
soft to hold their shape. Bowl and 
apples shoul I oe warm. Pour over 
the hot cider and serve. 


Chocolate.—To each dessertspoonful 


of grated chocolate add a rounding 
(ablcspconuil of sugar and two table- 
d;)oo!iL';ils of hot water; stir until dis- 
solved, then add equal quantities of 
l;u:ii:ig water and boiled milk: put 
in double hoilir; when it boils stir 
in a teaspoonful cornstarch which has 
been blended with, P. little cold water;

weather forecasting, by-.Which 
the 


United States weather 
bureau ex- 


pects to predict in advaboe the gen- 
eral character ot seasons for periods 
of several -weeks at a time, will go 
Into 
effect 
next 
December. 
The 


weather bureau's first ; essay along 
this line will probably be an attempt 
to forecast early In ^December the 
weather for the Christinas holiday 
season. Prof. WlHls U;Jfpore, chief 
of the weather bureau, who announced 
his intentions at a dinner given by 
the Maritime Association 
In New 


York recently, declines for the pres- 
ent to enter into details aa to ' ^he 
>lans proposed or the scientific dis- 
closures by which long range weath- 
er forecasting is to be made possible. 
Mr. Moore contented himself with 
saying: 
"It is obviously inadvisable to wlde- 
y herald our plans or to make pre- 
dictions as to their success. Never- 
theless it is true that the bureau is 
prepared to enter upon a new field of 
observation. 
As the result of our re- 


searches at Mt. Weather, and of the 
nvestigations that have been going 
on since the bureau was started, we 
have obtained knowledge of meteoro- 
ogical phenomena that 
will 
surely 


advance the 
accuracy of 
weather 


orecasting. We do not 
intend to 


put these plans in 
operation, 
how- 


ver, until they have been subjected 
o a thorough, test. 
Still 
further 


cientific investigation is necessary." 
In explanation of the proposed long 


range 
weather 
forecasting, 
Mr. 


Moore said there would be no effort 
o predict the exact character of the 
weather on a certain day a month in 
advance. 
"We will not attempt to 


predict, 
for 
instance," 
said 
Mr. 


Moore, "that there *iVl be rain 
on 


\pril 21 or that April 
30 will be 


bright and fair. 
The effort will be 


merely to forecast the general char- 
acter of the weather for that week's 
•period, as, for example, that it will 
be cold and wet, or hot and dry. 
Climatic conditions will be forecast- 
ed with a degree of accuracy.'' 


High-Priced Egg*. 


Eggs of the aptornls. a recently ex- 
inct wingless bird, bring very high 
prices, fine colored specimens fetcb- 
ng as much as $750 to $1,000 apiece. 
The apteryx, or New Zealand kiwi, is a 
bird which, though still liring, is be- 
coming scarcer from day to day, and 
ts final extinction is only a question 
of years. These kind breed very slow- 
y, only one or two very large eggs be- 
ng laid during the season, and as yet 
there is no record of the successful 
raising of young in captivity. 


Unknown Tribes. 


Baron Erland Nordenskjold, who 


has returned to Europe from South 
America, where he spent about 18 
months in exploring the wilds of the
